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Mr. Clay—The issue before us is the passage 
of the bill. Twoclasses of criminals will be 
sent to the house of correction, those guilty of 
felonies and those of misdemeanors. 

“The judge will we compelled to send the 
burglar along with these guilty of assault and 
battery to the house of correction. 

“It is proposed to put boys under sixteen 
gears with two hundred women guilty of every 
crime. How will this reform the boys? There 
is 

NO INFLUENCE MORE CORRUPTING 

on a boy of sixteen than that of a bad woman. 
It will not only not aceomplish the purposes 
of the bill, kh will not be self-sustain- 
ing. It will require thirty guards 
ata cost of $12,000 to guard them, and from 
$15,000 to $20,000 per annum to keep itm op- 
eration.

TO SUPPORT IN LUXURY 
those who rob and steal. 

“Georgia is a state of law and honor. We 
are in the midst of law and order. The bill is 
radically wrong; there is more theory than 
practice about it.” 

MR. ARNHEIM OPPOSES THE BILL. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Clay’s argument, 
Mr. Arnheim took the floor. He opened by 
saying: 

**Itis customary for prima donnas and star 
actors to be advedtiond their own expense. 
No one will accuse Mr. Felton of being a 
prima donna or a star actor, and the fact of his 
speech being advertised was, of course, simply a 
matierofaceident. While Iam notauthorized 
tospeak of what occurred in the finance commit- 
tee, I draw the inference that they reported the

GO hats, $600; cost feeding 15 cents per capita 
per day or $52,950 per annum; medicine,$300; 
transportation, $4,500; guards to bring them 
in, £2,500: 10 mules, #730; cows, $300; hogs, 

250; incidents, $500—here you have a sum 
total, $67,850. 

“This will cost money. Reform will not 
clothe, feed or care forthem. A mule and a 
hog will make the negro happy.”’ 

“What wili promote the happiness of the 
white man?’’ asked the colored member from 
Camden. 

Mr. Arnheim—‘I have nothing but praise to 
bestow on the nigger. A good mule and a goed 
hog would make any man happy, even thejgen-

A Discussion of the Weather. 


One would have thought the directors of 
the exposition were sun worshippers to have 
seen the anxious way in which they watched 
for that luminary on yesterday. Atevery rift- 
ing of the clouds they would gaze earnestly at 
the sky. A few sunbeams about three o’clock 
rewarded their search, but the clouds had 
banked again by evening. 

At the signal service observatory it was 
learned thatthe indications point. to clear 
weather today. At six o’elock the barometers 
indicated an upward tendency and reportsfrom 
other stations bore the welcome news that the 
storm was passing off rapidly to the northeast. 
The sunset was not entirely clear of clouds but 
it was in the main,’a“fairweather tomorrow” 
sunset, and as such was morethan welcome. 
The fact that Atlanta is still more than ten 
inches behind her rain average is not particu- 
larly reassuring, however. 

But the best of prognostications are bound 
to failattimes. Shortly after the receipt of 
the signal service predictions indicating fair 
weather, the clouds opened again and quite a 
heavy rain fell all night. The indieations for 
fair weather are anything but promising as 
THE CONSTITUTION goes to press. 

The directors,of course, count on a moderate 
amount of rain and will still be ready. by the 
first of October, but two days of solid inter- 
ruption at this critical point is all they can 
stand with comfort. If it continues raining 
for the next two or three weeks, electric lights 
will be put up at once at the grounds, a double 
force of men employed and the work run 
through the night. It is intended that every 
building shall be ready by the first of October, 
ten days before the exposition opens. The 
main building will be ready by the middle of 
August, and machinery hall by the first of

Marshal Nelms on Dr. Westmore- 
land’s Medical Abilities. 


WHAT WAS DEVELOPED YESTERDAY. 


oe ~~ 


Ey-Principal Keeper Nelms Tells of the 
Base Ingratitude of Convicts Cap- 
tain Engtish’s Statement. 


There was some rather peculiar testimony 
submitted to the penitentiary sub-committee 
at its meeting yesterday afternoon. 

The committee met in the principal keeper's 
office, all the members being, present except 
Hon. H.W. J. Ham, of Hall) The members 
of the committee were feeling considerably re- 
lieved because of the passage by the house of 
the resolution appropriating $250 for the pay- 
gent of the stegnographer. Mr. Barnes, the 
steghographer, whose remnneration hereto- 
fore has been a question of considerable doubt, 
was perceptibly more cheerful, and teok doven 
the testimony offered at an unusual great rate 


of speed. 
CAPTAIN ENGLISH EXAMINED. 

The first witness examined was Captain 
James W. English, whose testimony was short 
and to the point. Only a few questions were 
asked, and those all had reference te the cost 
of the necessary buildings for 125 convicts en- 
gaged in farm work. The question was put for 
the purpose @f ascertaining what expense the 
state would be put to to provide for the neces- 
sary plant for 125 con\ icis to be worked on a 
farm. Captain English estimated the barracks 
building at $2,500 to $3,000, and the other 
buildings necessary at from $100 to $400 each. 
No questions relative to the treatinent of con- 
victs were asked him yesterday. 

MAKSHAL NELMS’S TRSTIMONY. 

United States Marshal JohngW. Nelms, for- 
meriy principal keeper of the penitentiary ,tem 
tified next. Hesaid he was connected with 
the penitentiary from 1577 to 18585. He declared 
that so faras he knew he was the first tosuggest 
the propriety of separating the women and chil- 
dren from the men, and had made such a re- 
commendation in one of his reports when prin- 
ciple keeper. He declared that at the time he 
honestly thought the separation should have 
been made, thoughtit ought to be done now, 
and said that he could not. understand why 
the lessees could object to it,as it would relieve 
them of the expense of maintaining worthless 
labor to a largc extent. He thought that the 
women and children ought to be kept on some 
farm. where they could make their own living, 
and in answer toa question said he thought 
they could do so. In regard to the older con- 
victs making their own support on a farm in ab 
similar way, Marshal Nelms was not so posi- 
tive about it, and in fact said he did not be- 
lieve they could do it, as their expenses would 
be much greater, the cost of guarding, feeding, 
and clothing them being much heavier. 

DR. WESTMORELAND AS A PHYSICIAN. 

Captain Nelms, in reply to some questions 
about the scurvy, told what he knew of the 
time when the scur’y V broke out in Governor 
Brown's camp and in other Calm ps of the state. 
His remarks asa general in their nature, and 
were not specially interesting until hecame 
to Principal Physician W« stmoreland. Speak- 
ine of Dr. Westmoreland’s report about scurvy 
being at the camp oO the railroad, he said: 

“T don’t believe Westmoreland knows what 
acase of scurvy when he seesit. I have 
séen liim make some mighty bad failures in 
the matter. He is a good surgeon, but he does 
not know everything about the practice of 
medicine!” 

{1E INGRATITUDE OF CONVICTS. 

Captain Nelms gave some interesting state- 

in regard to the base ingratitude ‘of 
convicts. Hesaid that they were the most 
ungrateful scoundrels in the world, and would 
murder the man who had their best interests at 
heart, if they could get the chance. He said 
they once tried tomurder him in the train be 
tween Atlanta and Macon, at a time too.when 
he was their best friend. He gave the case of 
a convict boss in south Georgia, who was fae 
mous for his kind treatment of the convicts. 
Thedoss was often censured by those in au- 
thority for being too lenient to the men. 

He would allow them to rest almost at any 
time, would divide his own rations with them, 
would share his tobacco and varioas other lit- 
tle things with them. One day as the men 
were being marched out to their work, acon- 
vict asked him to be allowed to stop to tie his 
shoe: the permission was granted, the boss 
walking on. The convict came up behind him 
and deliberately split the boss’ skull open with 
an ax. 

FAVORS A BOARD OF PARDON. 

Captain Nelms said that he had no doubt that 
there were innocent menin the penitentiary, 
and men there who were technically guilty of 
crime, and were yet morally innocent. But he 
said that the great majority of them were the 
worst kind of men. He favored a board of 
pardons, as it would relieve the governor of a 
great deal of work, and would expedite the ac- 
tion in a great many cases where eo 
were now on file. He stated that there were 
now pending considerably over six hundred 

ardon applications, and that it was impossible 

or the governor to give attention to them all. 

In speaking of the lessees, Captain Nelms 
paid that his relations with them had been uni- 
formly pleasant; that he did once have some 
trouble with Grant and Alexander, and with 
Lockett, but that with the others the pleasant- 
est relations existed. He testified tothe fact 
that the lessees had co-operated with him to 
the extent of their power in devising better 
plans for the treatment of convicts, and _ said 
that all the bills that had been enacted, look- 
ing towards the amelioration of the prisoners, 
had been written in the pfiice of the principal 
keeper of the penitentiary by himself and Col- 
onei W.B. Lowe. Captain Nelms gave testi- 
mony in regard te other matters, but nothing 
of special interest was developed beyond what 
has been related. 

ENGLISH’S STATEMENT. 

English asked leave to make a state- 
ment, and when permission was granted, said 
that he har enin a New York papé¢r a re- 
mark attributed to him he wanted to explain. 
In the testimony he first gave to the com- 
mittee, when his opinion was asked about the 
middie man at the camp, he had made some 
statement about the man being another wit- 
ness for the lessees, as he could or would buy 
He declared that the remark was 
and 
intended to be believed by the 
He hoped the committee would 
so understand the matter. The explanation 
was received, no comments or remarks 
being made by the members of the committee, 
Captain English stated that his object in 
making the explanation was that he did not 
want the remark to go out to the world as the 
candid utterances of one in his position; that 
for the sake of his children he desired it to be 
corrected, 

| The committee then, on motion of Mr. Har- 
rison, adjourned until Tuesday afternoon 
next. Colonel Lowe was present at the meet- 
ing, he and Captain English being the only 
spectators beside Captain Nelms and the re- 
porters.

A Justice Convicted of Malprac- 
tice Restored to Citizenship. 


A BANK ROBBER REFUSED A PARDON. 


Mississippi at Last Sends Its Delegates to 
the Farmers’ Convention and She is 
Warmly Welcomed into the Fold. 


There was quite a good deal of business 
transacted in the various statehouse offices, 
yesterday. About the county courthouse and 
the customhouse all was comparatively quict. 

The Governor and His Cabinet. 

GOVERNOR GoxrpDoN returned yesterday 
morning from his visit to Macon county, 
where he had gone to attend aconfederate vet- 
erans’ reunion, He had a most pleasant vist, 
notwithstanding the unpleasant weather. The 
crowd to meet him was small because of the 
rain, but he nevertheless was called upon to 
address between six and seven hundred old 
soldiers and shake hands with twice as many 
people. A ConsTIruTION representative saw 
the governor late yesterday afternoon, and 
asked him if he intended to visit Philadelphia 
during the constitutional centennial. Hefsaid 
he most earnestly desired to attend, and would 
in all probability do so, if nothing occurred to 
prevent his leaving the state at the time. 

A PARDON WAS IssUED yesterday to T. F. 
Ridenhour, of Muscogee county, in order that 
the man might be restored to the privileges of 
citizenship. Redenhour was a justice of the 
peace, er was convicted at. the May term, 
1885, of Muscogee superior court. He was in- 
dicted for malpractice in office, having been 
guilty of collecting six dollars and one-half to 
which he was not entitled. The pardon was 
asked by the majority of the grand jury that 
indicted him, by the jury that convicted him, 
by the jadicial officers of the county, by the 
county’s representatives im the legislature and 
by a large number of the most prominent citi- 
zens of all classes. The pardon simply restores 
the man to the privileges of citizenship, and 
enables him to exercise hereafter the rights of 
a freeman, he could not otherwise do unless he 
had been pardoned. 

THE GOVERNOR YESTERDAY took action in 
another case that has been pending before him 
for some time. For some weeks,: Mr. I. G. 
Zachry, a prominft attorney of Washington 
city, has been endeavoring to secure the par- 
don of C. H. Simmons, who was sent up for 
seven years from’ Richmond county for bank 
robbery. Simmons robbed the teller of an 
Augusta bank as he was standing at the coumnter 
of another bank making some collections, and 


} successfully got away with the satchel of tke 


teller, which contained about $2,500. Sim- 
mons was arrested by a mere accident, a pass- 
enger on a train overhearing the conversation 
that led to his identity. In reply to Mr. 
Zachry’s numerous letters on the subject, the 
governor said that “the case did not merit 
executive clemency at the time.” 

THE LAW REQUIRES all insurance companies 
doing business in the state to make semi- 
annual returns to the governor, setting forth 
the state of their business and their financial 
condition. Judge Nesbitt said yesterday that 
quite a number of these statements had to be 
returned, as they were not in accordance to the 
law on the subject. If the companies making 
the statements willtake the trouble to ex- 
amine the law in the matter, it may possibly 
save anumberof them from the trouble of 
making out their statements the second time. 
Governor Gordon also approved the house bill 
fixing the amount ofthe sinking fund of the 
city of Atlanta at $175,000, and authorizing 
cerns loans from time to time, not ex- 
ceeding $75,000 in one year, to be made, said 
loans to be repaid outof the income of .the 
year in which they are made. This is the first 
bill that has received the governor’s signature 
this session. 

THE FOLLOWING TAX digests were received 
yesterday by the comptroller-general: Troup 
county returns $3,586,976, an increase of $141,- 
550 over 1886; Early county returns $1,149,227, 
an inerease of $20,475 over 1886; Echols coun- 
ty returns $352,101, an increase of $13,447 over 
1886; Rabun county returns $488,626, an in- 
crease of $17,939 over 1886; Taliaferro county 
returns $730,201, an increase of $16,867 over 
1886; McIntosh county returns $787,257, an in- 
crease of $27,574 over 1886: Wayne county re- 
turns $1,053,244,a decrease of $11,352 over 1886 ; 
Dodge county returns $1,212,479, a decrease of 
$37,389 over 1886; Union county returns $575,- 
279, a decrease of $5,558 over 1886; Iee county 
returns $941,906,a decrease of $46,128 over 1856 ; 
Quitman county returns $628,168, a decrease 
of $31,692 over 1886; Honston county returns 
$2,517,423, a decrease of $163,886 over 1886. 

COMMISSIONER HENDERSON on yesterday at 
last received a letter from Governor Lowry, 
of Mississippi, concerning that state’s repre- 
sentation in the farmers’ convention. Gov- 
ernor Lowry writes that he has appointed a 
number of delegates from among the most in- 
telligent and most progressive farmers of his 
state, and that he has received assurances that 
a large number will in all probability attend. 
He also notifies the commissioner that Hon. 
W.W. Stone, the auditor of the state, and Dr. 
A. Phelps, {prominent and intelligent agri- 
culturists, will accompany tbe delegation. 
A letter was received by the agricultural 
department yesterday from Governor Perry, of 
Florida, in which it was. stated that an addi- 
tional number of delegates had been added to 
the list formerly sent. Commissioner Hender- 
son is very much gratified at the fact that Mis- 
sissippi has at last come into the fold, and thus 
makes an unbroken front in the convention, 
It will be remembered that the Texas delega- 
tion some time ago wrote asking that quarters 
be prepared for it at some one place ; in obe- 
dience to this request, the entire delegation 
from that state will be assigned to the hospita- 
ble arms of the Grant house on Whitehall 
street. 

THERE WAS NO news of interest, yesterday, 
at the state treasury, the secretary of state’s 
office, or at the school commissioner’s office. 
Adjutant-Genera} Kell passed, on the whole, a 
— day, issuing but one] commission, that to 

*reston Day, as captain of the Central me 
Light Infantry. The command is a colore 
one. Colonel Towers, the principal Keeper, 
and Colonel Shubrick, the assistant keeper, are 
both absent on a tour of inspection of the vari- 
ous convict camps in the state.

THE TRAINS STOP _ 


Because the Rain Renders the 
Railroads Very Unsafe. 


BAD WASHOUTS IN SEVERAL PLACES, 


The Georgia Road Has a Gap in It-The 
State Road All Right—The East Ten- 
nessee Road Has an Accident, 


The heavy rains of the past two days have 
interfered seriously with the railroads running 
into Atlanta. Bad washouts have been found 
in nearly every road, and the tracks are all in 
a bad, unsettled condition. On some of the 
roads the condition is so dangerous that nearly 
all trains have been taken off. 

On three of the roads there were accidents 
during the past twenty-four hours. 

The Georgia railroad, for the first time in 
years, took a holiday, as it were, during the 
day. The road is one of the safestin the 
world. The track is solid and well sett- 
led. Only the heaviest rains can 
make the road bed in the least 
But the rain now falling has been one 
of the heaviest and hardest since the road was 


| built and in several places the track is unsafe. 


One big washout was reported on the road and 


| it was so large that the schedules were all 


practically abandoned. The washout is near 
Alcova.

In 
making these turns—a turn of this kind is 
technically known as the apex of the storm— 
the clouds move very slowly. Yesterday af- 
ternoon the advices received at the signal ser- 
vice station showed that the storm center was 
between Atlanta and Augusta and that it ‘was 
moving a little more rapidly to the east. 

The rainfall throughout the Atlanta district 
was quite heavy, the heaviest rain being re- 
ported at Newnan and West Point. Thestorm 
wascyclonic in its character, but the winds 
which prevailed were comparatively light. I 


is feared thatthe heavy rains have done con- 
siderable damage to the crops in different parts 
of the state. 
THE RAIN FALL AT ATLANTA 

was, up to six o’clock last night, 4.87 inches. 
That includes the past three days while the 
storm has prevailed. On the 27th the fall was 
.36; on the 28th 3.07; and up to six o’clock last 
evening 1.44. Later in the evening the rain 
began to fall again and it fell steadily almost 
all night. The total fall was doubtless in- 
creased to between six and seven inches. 

Last evening the barometer showed an up- 
ward tendency. The sky at the west grew 
clearer, and enthusiastic prophets began to 
predict fair weather for today. They had, 
however, hardly given vent to their proph- 
ecies, when the clouds opened once more and 
by eight o’clock it was raining apparently as 
hard as ever. 

THE RAIN NOT OVER. 

On the evening of the 24th inst. Atlanta was 
15.18 inches behind her average in the matter 
of rainfall. This means that forthe rest of 
the year the fall will be above the average. 

The amount of rain which falls in any one 
locality varies considerably each year. For 
instance, in the nine years since the station 
was established at Atlanta, the fall has been 
oe ews:

average is obtained and each day’s fall is com- 
ared with this average. ‘This comparison has 
een made through the year and up to the 
24th Atlanta was, as stated above, 15,18 behind 
the average. Since then there has fallen be- 
tween six and seven inches, and the deficiency 
is thus decreased to between eight and nine 
inches. But that is considered a big deficiency 
and considerable rain may be expected between 
now and the end of the year. 
THE LATEST ADVICES. 
It is evident from the 10 p. m. reports re- 
ceived at the signal service station that the 
storm center has passed Augusta and that the 
storm movement is central over the Carolinas 
and moving north of eastin the direction of 
Hatteras, off which it will passinto the gulf 
stream. It will doubtless disappear in the 
north Atlantic, causing high indie and per- 
haps heavy gales along the Atlantic coast.
